Results of Second Day's Poll-

SOME UNEXPECTED GAINS 
MADE’ BY THE LIBERALS 


Only Question That Remains 
Is Whether Liberals Will Re- 
turn With Smaller or Larger 
Majority---Some Gains Made 
by Liberals in Tory Strong- 
holds.

London, December 5.—The position 


of the parties after the second day’s 
pollings in the general election is as 
follows: 

Government coalition: Liberals, 
labor, 14; nationalists, 16. Total, 

Opposition: Unionists, 116. 

No Chance fer Unionists. 

The results today merely confirm 
the opinion formed that the unionists 
now have no possible hope of replac- 
ing the liberal government in power. 
The only question remaining is whe.~.- 
of the liberals will return with a larger 
a smaller majority. 

To gain a bare majority in the new 
parliament, the unionists must make a 
net gain of 62 seats. Thus far, with 
130 pollings, they have a net gain of 
only 5 seats. They have gained 11 
and the liberals 6 seats. The gain by 
the unionists on Saturday was 7, while 
ihe liberals gained 4. Today the ‘n- 
ionists gained 4 and the liberals 2 
seats. A continuation at this rate of 
progress would fulfill the unionist pre- 
diction that tae Asquith cabinet would 
come back with a greatly weakened 
majority, and woul be more than ever 
dependent mpon their Irish and labor 
allies. 
No Three-Cornered Contests. 
; must be remembered, however, 
that the liberals lost at the January 
elections a large number of seats 
through three-cornered contests’ Such 
contests are largely eliminated in tne 
present «'‘ections, and this may five 
the liberals sufficient gains to balance 
those of the unionists. -n the whole 
it seems likely that the new house of 
commons will meet with the position 
ef the parties practically unchanged. 
The question will then arise whether 
the king will feel justified in givinr 
guarantees for the creation of libera! 
peers to force the veto bill through 
the house of lords. 

The unionists rally in Lancashi 
has been maintained, and the liber: 
hope of winning 2 seatsat Preston has 
been disappointed, but what the lib- 
erals lost in Lancashire was compen- 
sated for by their better showing in 
Yorkshire. In Liverpool the strong 
campaign by the unionist orator, F. E. 
Smith, had the result of greatly im- 
proving the unionist position. 

Some Liberal Losses. a 

The unionist gained the seat for the 
exchange division of Liverpool, as well 
as that for Birkenhead. In the latter 
case the liberal defeat was attributed 
to the recent absence of H. Vivian on 
a free-trade mission in Canada. 

The two seats the liberals lost in 
London today, Islington North and B8St. 
Pancras West, were held by very small 
majorities in the previous parliament. 
Apparently, therefore, the metropolis 
is much the same as January in its 
attitude toward th. contending parties. 
Perhaps rather significant are some of 
the liberal gains, such as Wakefield, a 
Cathedral city which has been repre- 
. sented by a unionist for many years, 
and Cheltenham, another tory strong- 
hold and residential city largely com- 
posed of retire dofficers. It is a’so 
notable that in the royal borough of 
Windsor the liberals succeeded in re- 
ducing the unionist majority. 

These signs of the conversion of 
traditionally conservative middle cl 
es may be an indication of a similar 
change in the county agricultural dis- 
tricts, which went almost entirely un- 
ionist in January. 

London Is Enthusiastic. 

London tonight displays much enthu- 
siasm, and the successful candidates 
were borne in processions through the 
sreects with torchlights. As the returns 
came in, showing the closeness of the 
contest, interest Was greatly increased 
and vast crowds gathered in Fiat 
street, Trafalgar square and other 
places Where the results were shown, 
cheering and booing according to their 
political affiliations. 

There were similar scenes in Liver- 
pool, Leeds and other towns where 
elections were had. The weather im- 
proved during the afternoon an eve- 
ning, so that the crowds were enabled 
to watch the returns without discom- 
fort. 

The political clubs were filled with 
members. At the Cariton and other 
unionist gathering places much dis- 
appointment was expressed at the 
smaliness of the gains, which were ex- 
pected to be treble what they 
turned out to be. In the liberal quar- 
ters the greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed, for it Was preditced, even 
among the stunch supporters of the 
government, that the unionists would 
make a*net gain of 8 seats in today’s 
polling. 


Tampa Strike Broken. 


Tampa, Fla., December 5.—Cigar 
manufacturers saw daylight for the 
first time in five months tonight, when 
one of the local unions voted a ma- 
jority in favor of having a referendum 
vote whether to return to work or 
not. The vote was 74 to 46 against. 
Other unions of the city wil; hold 
elections during the week. Manufac- 
turers believe there is no doubt as to 
the final outcome of such a vote, as 
the strike appears to have already

Near Beer Saloons Barred 
From Edgewood Ave. 


Negro Pool Rooms Will Also 
Go After December 31, Thus 
Satisfying Inman Park Citi- 
zens---Other Important Busi- 
ness Transacted. 


The general council yesterday after- 
noon adopted a resolution accepting 
the 10-foot strip on the north side of 
Marietta street to widen that street 
from Tabernacle place to Ponders ave- 
nue, and urging the city authorities 
to go to work at once to remove the 
necessary houses and grade the new 


street. 

An ordinance was adopted changing 
the near beer zone after July 1, 1911, so 
as to prohibit saloons on Edgewood 
avenue east of Piedmont avenue. Ac- 
companying this was a resolution to 
prohbit negro poolrooms on the : treet 
after December 31, 1910. This setties 
the demanl made by Inman Park eciti- 
zens in-regard to negro saloon: and 
poolrooms on Edgewood avenue. 

City Hall Sale Confirmed. 

A resolution was adopted confirming 
the sale of the city hall for $67,200. 
and recommending the payment of 
$20,000 to Mayor Maddox as the first 
payment on the purchase of the new 
city hall, and the expenditure of $15,000 
for remodelling the new city hall. 

An ordinance creating the ofice of 
chairman of the bond commission at a 
salary to be fixed by the finance com- 
mittee, was referred to the finance 
committee. 

A resolution from the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union in regard 
to a fight on the near beer saloons in 
the city was referred to the police 
com mittee. 

Reports Are Adopted. 

The following favorable report: from 
the ordinance committee were adopted: 

An ordinance to require applicants 
for building permits to make affida- 
vits whether the work was to be done 
by contract or day labor; an ordinance 
to require permits for meat and fish 
markets; an ordinance to prohibit 
more than 10 per cent of water in 
shelled oysters. 

A resolution was adopted requesting 
the council of next year to appropriate 
$1,000 for a girls’ night school. 

An ordinance was adopted requiring 
autos to come to a standstill when ap- 
proaching street cars that have estop- 
ped and are letting off or are taking 


on passengers. 
A resolution was adopted calling 


‘for a charter amendment allowing ihe 


city council to change salaries of city 
officials during a term of office, 


Domping Ground a Park. 


An ordinance was adopted turning 
over to the park commission the old 
dumping grounds for park purposes, 
the council only voting. 

The ordinance changing the name 
of Oakland avenue, in the tenth ward, 
to Michigan avenue, was acopted 
whereby the new street will be called 
Avon avenue. 

A resolution by Alderman Hancock 
was adopted to place Assistant Fire 
Chief Henry Haney on half pay for 90 
days instead of putting him on a life 
pension, the reason being stated that 
he had served the eity for twenty- 
eight years, and was a volunteer mern- 
ber of the fire department for ten 
years, and only needed rest. 

The resignation of Sime Einstein as 
a member of the park board from ‘he 
second ward was accepted, and his suc- 
cessor will be elected at the next meet- 
ing of council.

POLICE BOARD 
WILL TRY WOOD 


To Probe Charge That 
He Abused Prisoner. 


Recorder Broyles, After Hear- 
ing Evidence of Two Repu- 
table Newspaper Men, Dis- 
missed Wimbish and Repri- 
manded Wood. 


City Detective Robert A. Wood wiil 
be placed on trial before the board of | 
police commissioners at a special called | 
meeting this-afternoon at 5:30 o’ciock, 
and a thorough probe will be made 
into the charges against him of abus- 
a prisoner whom he had in cus- 
tody. 2m 

The eharges against Wood were 
made in police court last Tuesday ATt~v 
ernoon by I¥tan Wimbish, a young 
man who lives at 210 Echo street, 
against whom the detective had en- 
tered four separate cases. After hear- 
ing the statements of two newspaper 
reporters, who witnessed Wimbish's 
arrest and alleged mistgzatment, Judge

Broyles dismissed Wimbish and told | 
Wood that he had abused his author- 
ity. 

Prisoher Was Corroborated. 

It was charged by Wimbish, and his 
statement was corroborated in almost 
every essential part by the Journal 
and*Constitution police reporters, that 
Wood used his billy on Wimbish with- 


out the latter offering resistance, and | 
, : i 
even struck him after Detective Clarke 


rushed up and took charge of Wim- 


bish. 

The charge is also made that Wood 
struck at Wimbish viciously while the | 
latter was in the station sergeant’s oOi- 
fica, and caused him to be lodged 1n | 
a cell under excessive bail. | 

Following the dismissal of Wimbish 
in police court, Judge Broyles stated 
that Wood’s conduct should be inves- 
tigated by the police commission. 
Chief- Jennings at onee instructed Chief 
of Detectives Newport Lanford to 
make a full report of the affair. This 
report reached the chief’s office Sun- 
day, and Chairman Carlos Mason Mon- 
day issued a call for a special board’ 
meeting to try the case. 

Securing Affidavits. 

Sworn affidavits have been placed in 
the hands of Chief Jennings from G. C. 
Watson and J. W. McWilliams, JrF., 
who were doing call duty at police 
headquarters on the morning of Wim- 
bish’s arrest, to the effect that both 
newspaper men, who will be the prin- 
cipal witnesses at the probe, were in 
the stationhouge all the while during 
the street scuffle between Woodg and 
Wimbish, and did not see Wood strike 
Wimbish after Detective Clarke came 
up and tried to take the prisoner in 
charge. 

Both newspaper men are of: the 
highest integrity, and only consented 
to be drawn into the case when it de-¥ 
veloped that no official report was to 
be made of Detective Wood’s conduct, 
and that Wimbish’s statement in court 
needed corroboration. 

Wood Did Not Deny It. 

During the police court trial Wood 
did not attempt to deny the presence 
of the newspaper men, and in Detect- 
ive Clarke’s affidavit no mention 1s 
made of their being absent. 

The investigation will be a thorough 
one, and the commission intends to 
give Wood every opportunity to de- 
fend himself against the charges. 

Wood, who has been on duty since 
the affair, was asked by The Constitu- 
tion Monday afternoon if he desired 
to make any statement. He said that 
he was giad that the commissioners 
were to investigate the matter, but de- 
clined to go into detail about the 
charges,

Geveat to Brown Will Is 
Withdrawn. 


‘Fie bequest made by my brother, 
Julius L. Brown, tg the Georgia School 
of Technology will be approximately 
$100,000, as originally intended,” stated 
Governor Joseph M. Brown yesterday, 
in response to questions regarding the 
agreement under which Mrs. Julius L. 
Brown has withdrawn her caveat to 
the will of Julius L. Brown. “The 
agreement wil] not materially affect 
the bequest.’’ 

Further than tnis the governor re- 
fused to discuss the matter, and the 
terms of the agreement are not known. 
It is understood, however, that Mrs. 
Brown is to receive $40,000, and that 
unless the amount left to the Tech 
is paid within thirty days it is to draw 
interest at 6 per cent. Governor 
Brown refused to cgnfirm the former 
assumption. The Only record in the 
ordinary’s office is the order to record 
the will, but “you may say,” the gov- 
ernor stated, “that the arrangement 
was satisfactory to all concerned.” 

The part about Tech’s pequest draw- 
ing 6 per cent interest unless paid 
within thirty days is affirmed by the 
filing of another paper to this ef- 
fect.

RED FIRE BURNED

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At the Opening o 
Short Session.

Washington, December 5*—(Special.) 
The last session of the sixty-first con- 
gress convened today and was marked 
by alternating currents of joy and 
gloom, 

The democrats were in a joyous 
mood, unfeignedly expressed their 
gratification; the republican gloom was 
deep-seated, but the majority party 
was shaken out of its depresSion long 
enough t» give a real hearty, sincere 
Gemonstration to Speaker Cannon, any 
who went down in deefat because of 
support of him, joining vigorcusly in 
the applause which marked his apear- 
ance in the house a few seconds before 
noon. 

Champ Clark, of Missourl, was given 
an ovation in his turn on his dramatic 
appearance following prayer. As Mr. 
Clark entered amid the death-like 
stillness that marked the chaplain’s 
“Amen,” the democrats burst into a 
roar of aprlause, and as he proceeded 
to his seat he was forced to shake 
many outstretched hands. 

I‘emoerats Burn Red Fire. 

The democrats are burning red fire 
tonight in every hotel and club room in 
Washington. For the first time in al- 
most 20 years their republican oppon- 
ents have gathered after a national 
election, admitting defeat. The victors 
claim they will complete their work 
two years hence. 

More than 100 members in the house 
today, ‘98 of them republicans, are 
numbered among the lame ducks. 

An amusing incident of the opening 
session that gave opportunity for many 
democratic quips was a leaky roof im- 
mediately over the speaker’s desk, 
which spilled on the rostrum a con- 
stant stream of melting snow. 

“This old republican house is going 
to rack and ruin,” said a democrat 
looking at the leaky roof. 

In the midst of the general rejoic- 
ing and regrets, exultation and sor- 
row, the felicitations of the success- 
ful ‘and tre tribulations of the Gde- 
feated, all was quieted while each 
house gave a few moments of solemn 
contemplation of the fact that no 
fewer than eight members of con- 
gress—four senators and four repre- 
sentatives—had fallen in the race with 
death. Among the deaths announced 
was that of Senator Clay, of Georgia. 

Bacon On Clay. 

Senator Bacon made the formal! an- 
nouncement to the senate and showed 
deep emotion as he told of the sum- 
mons that had come to his late eol- 
league, who was universally popular 
and deeply esteemed. 

Senator Bacon said: 

“Mr. President: With great personal 
sorrow, which I know is fully shared 
‘by all senators by whom he was so 
universally beloved, I have to an- 
nounce to the senate the death of my 
late colleague, Senator Alexander 8. 
Clay. He died three weeks ago, on 
the 13th day of November, in Atlanta. 
Ga., near bis home. 

“The time and the occasion, Mr. 
President. will not permit, but here- 
after during the present session of 
the congress I shali asx the senate 
to set apart a dav when suitable trib- 
ute may be paid to his memory.

Immediately After Convening 
Both Houses Adjourned in 
Memory ofthe Dead. 


DEATH OF SENATOR CLAY 
ANNOUNCED BY BACON 


Cannon and Clark Greeted 
* With Great Applause When 
They Appeared in the House. 
President’s Message Will 
Likely Be Read to Congress 
Today. 


Washington, December 5.—The clos- 
ing session of the sixty-first congress 
opened at noon today. No business 
was transacted, both branches meeting 
merely to appoint a joint committee 
te formally apprise the president that 
the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment was ready to proceed, to call 
the rolls of members and to adjourn, 
after adopting resolutions to the mem- 
ory of those members who had joined 
the vast majority since congress last 
met. 

_ The usual animation marked the 
opening in both senate and house, but 
the reunion of old legislative friends 
was tinged with sadness because of 
the heavy toll death had taken among 
their number in the last few months. 
In consequence, the senate was in ses- 
sion only a quarter of an hour, while 
the house occupied fifty minutes be- 
fore Speaker Cannon declared it ad- 
journed until tomorrow: The mem- 
bers, like school boys released from 
a class room, then poured from the 
capitol to face a blinding showstorm 
that had set in with the dawn of the 
opening day. 

Great Interest Shown. 

More than usual interest was mani-, 
fested in the opening, because of the 
passing of the balance of political 
power fromthe republican party with 
the end of the session.

BY Tht BANKERS 


New York, December 5.—Representa- 
tives of 18 of the largest exchange- 


buying banks in the c¥y, at a meeting 
today, decided that cotton-carrying 
roads in the south must adhere strict- 
ly to the rule providing that all bilis 
of lading for cotton shall be validated 
only when the property comes into ac- 
tual possession of the carrber, other- 
wise the banks doing a foreign ex- 
change business may refuse to buy the 
bills.

| Reuben R. Arnold and Har- 
vey Hill Are the 
Purchasers. 


The city hall was sold at public out- 


| cry yesterday at noon, and the prop- 


erty ‘was bought by Reuben R. Arnold 
and Harvey Hill for $1,280 a front 
foot, making the total price paid 
$67,200. 

The buyers will pay the city $37,200 
cash, and assume the $30,000 mortgage 
at 4% per cent, maturing on April 19, 
1914. 

The city hall property consists of a 
lot at the northeast corner of South 
Pryor and East Hunter streets, with a 
frontage of 52% feet on Pryor street, 
and running back 125 feet on Hunter 
street, together with a four-story brick 
building. 

The property was auctioned off by 
George Adair, of the firm of Forrest & 
George Adair, and quite g large crowd 
of people gathered in front of the city 
hall to either take part in or witness 
the sale. It did not take more than 
fifteen minutes to knock down the 
property. 

Frank Hawkins Opens. 

The first bid was made by Frank 
Hawkins at $800 a front foot. This 
bid was raised by Carroll Payne to 
$1,000, and Mr. Hawkins made it $1,050; 
then Reuben Arnold got into the game, 
his bid being $1,075. Mr. Payne made 
it $1,100. Walter Mayson, of the Title 
Guarantee Company, took a hand at 
the bidding and he and Mr. Arnold 
raised each other in amounts ranging 
from $1 too $25, until finally Mr. Ma- 
son bid $1,275, and Mr. Arnold made it 
$1,280 a front foot, the price at which 
the property was sold. 

The purchasers did not state what 
they would do with the property, but 
it is probable that they will convert it 
into an up-to-date office building. 

Under the terms of the sale, the city 
reserved the right to occupy the build- 
ing until July 1, of next year, by which 
time the new city hall, formerly the 
old postoffice building, will be ready 
for the city to eccupy. The city also 
reserved the right to remove all port- 
able fixtures. 

$37,200 in Cash. 

Of the sum the city will receive 
from the sale $26,000 will have to be 
paid to Mayor Robert F. Maddox as 
the first payment of the purchase price 
of the old postoffice, leaving a balance 
Of $12,200 which will be used to re- 
model the interior of the new city hall. 

The old city hall was formerly the 
Chamber of Commerce building, and 
Was erected by the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce in 1884. The building 
cost about $34,000. The city bought 
the property from the chamber of com- 
merce about fifteen years ago, making 
a small cash payment and assuming all 
the obligations in the way of mort- 
gages and notes. The indebtedness on 
the property was gradually cleared up 
until only the $30,000 mortgage, due 
in 1914, remained. 

The sale is believed by real estate 
men to be a g00d one, az the price 
paid, $67,200, ig said to be fair valua- 
tion of the property.

Two trunks of Mrs. DeForest Al- 
good, the former well-known Atlanta 
society woman, who is now in New 
York city, containing Persian gowns, 
hats and a lamb’s wool coat, have 
been seized by Surveyor of Customs 
Marcellus O. Markham and are held 
in the Atlanta custom house because 
of alleged undervaluation. 

The evidence in the seizure of Mrs. 
Algood’s trunks has been placed in 
the hands of United States District 
Attorney Carter Tate for prosecution, 
and Mrs. Algood wil] probably be re- 
quired to appear before Judge W. T. 
Newman to answer the government’s 
charge against her. 

When Mrs. Algood returned to New 
York in September from a trip abroad 
she had two of her trunks—the ones 
seized—forwarded under bond to At- 
lanta. The government alleges that 
at the time che declared the contents 
to be worth $1,463, while the experts

who examined the contents upon ar- 
rival in Atlanta declared the finery 
worth $2,350. 
~ The news of the seizure came from 
W. H. Rowe, customs agent at Sa- 
vannah, who was notified by Colonel 
Markham of the seizure. The Paris 
agent wired the United States au- 
thorities that Mrs. Algood had made 
extensive purchases in Paris and that 
she was bringing valuable finery 
across the water with her. There 
were eleven Parisian gowns, four or 
five hats and a lamb’s wool coat, to- 
gether with other things, in two 
trunks. The government experts in 
Atlanta in the majority of instances 
increased the valuation of the articles 
as made by Mrs. Algood. 

Mrs. Algood is wealthy and well- 
known throughout Georgia. She is a 
native of Savannah. She once resided 
at Griffin and was prominent in At- 
lanta society during her recent resi- 
dence here.

10 REST IN CRYPT 


Under the Altar of the 
“Mother” Church. in 
Boston. 


Boston December 5.—That the body 
of Mary Baker Glover Eddy, founder 
and head of the Christian Science 
church, who died Saturday night, will 
find its last resting place in the 
crypt under the altar of the First or 
“Mother” church in Boston, is the 
belief tonight of many of those prom- 
inent in the denomination. 

No official intimation to that ef- 
1 fect could be had, but so far as could 
be learned no arrangements have been 
made to take the remains to Mrs. 
Eddy’s birthplace at Bow, N. H.. or to 
Concord, N. H., where she so long re- 
sided. 

A woman in high standing in the 
church circles said today that there 
was a general understanding among 
the church-at-large that the body 
would rest in the crypt of the “Moth- 
er’’ church, 

When it was known at the time the 
new church was built a few years 
ago that a crypt was built in its 
foundation wails, it was generally re- 
ported that it was for the purpose of 
eventually holding the body of the 
founder of the Christian Science be- 
lief. 

Arrangements have, been fully com- 
pleted for the funeral on Thursday 
morning at 11 o’clock at the late home 
of Mrs. Eddy at Chestnut Hill. The 
services will be simple and the ai- 
tendance will be limited to the fam- 
ily, immediate household of Mrs. Eddy 
and the leading officials of the Chris- 
tian Science church. 

The public will not be admitted, and 
there will be no public viewing of the 
body. 

Telegrams have been flowing in 
steadily from al) parts of the world 
seeking verification of the news of the 
death of Mrs. Eddy and containing 
many tributes.

Corn Club contest for

In the Boys’ 
the prize trip 
by the Bankers’ 


Athens, Ga., on December 1. 
100 boys of the state entered. 

The rules governing the contest 
were that the boys should cultivate 
one acre of corn each under the in- 
structions of the State College of Agri- 
culture and the United States farm 
demonstration work. The yields as 
reported by the boys and attested by 
two disinterested parties, ranged from 
50 to over 100 bushels per acre, at a 
cost of 10 to 50 cents ber pushel. The 
average yield was $4 bushels. Joseph 
Stone, of Center, Jackson county, a 
boy 12 years of age and weighing 79 
pounds, won the prize trip. His yield 
was 102 5-8 bushels, at a cost of 29 
cents per bushel. 

Other boys in the state made higher 
yields at greater profit than this, but 
were not allowed to enter the contest 
as no club had been organized in their 
respective counties. Ralph Davis, of 
LaGrange, Troup county, made 108 
"pushels at a cost of little less than 
20 cents per bushel, but he was de- 
barred from the contest because no 
club had been organized in his county. 

In addition to the prize trip to 
Washington, the College of Agricul- 
ture awarded a certificate of honor 
to the prize winner of all the organ- 
ized counties and to all boys making 
a vield of 75 bushels or more of corn 
per acre at a cost not exceeding 39 
cents per bushel. This certificate is 
signed by the governor of the state, 
State school commissioner, chancellor 
of the university and the president of 
the State College of Agriculture, also 
the superintendent of the Boys’ Corn 
Ciub and the county school commis- 
sioner who organizes and conducts the 
club in a county.

The case is peculiar in 
without precedent in so far as is 
known, and involves a very interest- 
ing point of law, viz: Has the state 
authority to enforce a lease contract 
which fixes certain rates for inter- 
state traffic, when those rates are 
at variance with the rates allowed by 
congress and the interstate commerce 
commission and are beyond the juris- 
diction of the state?

The Color Line Is Drawn by 
Court at Wash- 
ington. 

Washington, December 5.—(Special.) 
The effort of ‘Stephen I. Wall, a well- 
known Washing*on negro, to force the 
board of education of the District of 
Columbia to admit his child into the 
white schools, was again blocked to- 
day.

New Yorker Resents the 
Charge of Corruption. 


He Admits Fighting Anti-Track | 


Bills, but Says What Money 
He Used Was Legitimately 
Expended---Belmont Says He 
Has Been Treated Unfairly. 


New York, December 5.—‘“I cannot 
make too emphatic the statemént that 
I have never, directly or indirectly, in 
person or through any corporation or 
individual, contributed, authorized or 


advised the expenditure of asingle  dol- 
lar to improperly influence legislative 
action, nor have I been asked to do 


s0.”" 

August Belmont, chairman of the 
Jockey Club, makes this statement in 
a letter to M. Linn Bruce, chief coun- 
sel for the legislative investigating 
commission, before which Mr. Belmont 
was a witness last week. The letter 
was made public tonight along with a 
brief letter from F. K. Sturgis, treas- 
urer of the Jockey Club, saying that 
he (Sturgis) was in error when he 
testified recently that James Ww. 
Wadsworth, speaker of the state as- 
sembly, recommended as counsel for 
the racing interests E. T. Coyne. This 
recommendation, he adds, came from 
the elder Wadsworth, state commis- 
sioner of racing. 

Letter of Belmont. 


Mr. Belmont’s letter in part says: 

“Since the giving of-my testimony 
before your committee it has come to 
my attention through the newspapers 
that a most unfair and distorted view 
of my connection with racing in- 
terests is sought to be imbedded in the 
public mind. 

“Racing with me has been a pas- 
time, not a business. My financial 
holdings in property used for racing 
purposes have-always been very mod- 
erate, 

“The great bulk of my time is de- 
voted to the management of my bank- 
ing and railroad interests, and I now 
repeat what I stated to your commit- 
tee that the sweeping allegation of a 
corrupt use of money to influence 
legislation was a matter. of which it 
ought to be presumed I was ignorant. 
I cannot make too emphatic the state- 
ment that I have never, d:rectly or in- 
directly, in person or through any 
corporation or individual channels, 
contributed, authorized or advised the 
expenditure of a single dollar to im- 
properly influence legislative action, 
nor have I been asked to do so. 

“The claim ig made, as I understand 
it, that money was used to bribe the 
members of the legislature of 1908 to 
vote against the Hart-Agnew law. On 
this assumption let us look at the 
facts. 


What Evidence Shows. 


“The evidence before your commit- 
tee shows the existence of some eight 
racing associations in the territory of 
Greater New York and vicinity, with 
but one, of whicn, the West Chester 
Racing Association, have I any con- 
nection. 

"f have also been chairman of the 
board of stewards of the Jockey Club 
Since its organization, fifteen years 
ago. - 

“For some fourteen yéars, running 
back to the time of the passage of 
the Percy Gray law, the racing in- 
terests have always been involved in 
humerous @nd expensive litigations 
calling for the expenditure of very 
large sums of money and the retention 
Of 4 smal] army of lawyers. 

“My interest in racing as a sport 
has prompted me to maintain a gen- 
eral and not a special supervision of 
the amounts of moneys that were be- 
ing expended by the associations. It 
would seem that in 1907 upward of 
$40,000 was paid to Judge Coyne for 
services rendered by him before>the 
legislature and elsewhere in behalf 
of racing interests 

“This money was paid 
the legislature of 1908, which passed 
the law crippling racing, came into 
existence. To this sum most. if not 
all, of the associations contributed. 
The figures, while large, were claim- 
ed by him to be reasonable in the 
light of the work performed. 

“No suggestion was ever made to me 
that his bills covered any improper 
disbursements, or that our moneys 
had been, in 1907, or in any other 
year, used in improperly influencing 
the legislat: >. 

or Legal Services. 


“In 1908, the Hart-Agnew law hav- 
ing been passed while I was in Eu- 
rope, | undertook, on my return, after 
consultation with my assoctates, the 
disbursement of such portions of the 
funds of $40,000, testified to before 
your committee, in publicity and legal 
Services, as I might be able to ar- 
range, and the items of moneys paid 
out from such fund have been cor- 
rectly given you. 

“I in no way shirk my share of re- 
sponsibility, but that the public should 
be persuaded into a belief by juggling 
with figures that I have soiled my 
name by stooping to cover up, under 
the guise of lawyers’ bills and news- 
paper expenditures, the bribing’ of 
members of the legislature is a posi- 
tion in which no fair-minded man 
would wish to place me. Nor shal! 
ever consent to believe, until the proof 
is overwhelmingly to the contrary, 
that any of my associates were party 
to, Or cognizant of, any opposition 
to anti-racing legislation which was 
not, under the circumstances, perfect- 
ly indefensible and under legal advice. 

“The warfare waged against racing 
incited a volume of litigation almost 
incredible in character and extent, go- 
ing back many years. The life of 
the sport was at stake. We did

|SIGNS OF AN AWAKENING 


FOR A SENATE PRIMARY 


(From The Waycross Journal.) 

It is amusing, to say the least, to 
observe the attitude of The Atlanta 
Constitution in the matter of select- 
ing a United States senator to fill the 
unexpired term of Senator Clay, de- 
ceased. It occurs to us that The Con- 
stitution is taking the people of Geor- 
Sia to be either fools or blind. 

Since the death of Senator Clay The 
Constitution has had a series of edi- 
torials upon the question of how 
Clay’s successor should be selected. 
With due credit to The Constitution we

APPALACHIAN-WHITE MOUNTAIN 
FOREST RESERVE BILL 
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(From Collier’s Weekly.) 

The session of congress which be- 
gins next Monday will last until 
March 4. An examination of the un- 
finished business scheduled to come be- 
fore it reveals only two. matters of 
great national importance. The first 
is what is commonly known as the 
Appalachian-White mountain forest 
bill, .the official purpose being: 

“To enable any state to co-operate 
with any other state or states, or with 
the United States, for the protection 
of the watersheds of navigable 
streams, and to appoint a committee 
for the acquisition of lands for the 
purpose of conserving the navigabil- 
ity of navigable streams.” 

The bringing of this measure to a 
vote, after all the delays in commit- 
tee pigeonholes, represents the cul- 
mination of a fight that has lasted 
several years. It illustrates admira- 
bly the great obstructive power of 
in congress, the difficulty 
and delay in bringing to a vote in 
the house a measure which enjoys 
practically unanimous favor among 
the people. (It took seventeen years 
to bring the pure food bill to a vote, 
although the opposition came only 
from a small group of manufacturers 
whose representatives in congress 
were few in number, but high in pow- 
er.) In bringing the present Appa- 
lachian bill to a vote in the house, 
its author, John W. Weeks, of Massa- 
chusetts, said: 

“After many years of consideration 
I -do not recall seeing in a single pe- 
riodical or newspaper any criticism 
of this legislation. On the contrary, 
there might be produced here a multi- 
tude of editorials and other comments 
favoring its adoption.
